Volume Packing 
Of Lemons Here 
Reduces Cost 


Packing of unwrapped lemons 
from an endless belt into a f#bre- 
board box at half the cost of hand- 
ling fruit under the former sys- 
tem is an experiment getting 
much attention at ,the Uplana 
Lemon Growers association. 

A grading machine divides the 
fruit into seven different sizes 
and an endless belt delivers the 
lemons to boxes. When filled, 
the boxes are shoved onto an- 
other endless belt by an operator. 
A vibrator jostls the fruit enroute 
to the automatic gluing machine 
and the endless belt delivers the 
box, fully packed, and sealed to 
the loading platform for delivery 
to the fruit car. 

The fibreboard box, half the 
size of the regular wooden con- 
tainers, was introduced in recent 
years aS a more acceptable pac- 
kage to the wholesalers and re- 
tailers. 

Installation of the ‘volume pac- 
king’? machine was completed this 
spring and the results are repor- 
ted to be very gratifying. Prin- 
cipal feature of the new equip- 
ment is the financial savings re- 
corded with the regular payrol! 
being able to produce twice as 
much fruit. Individual wrapping 
of the fruit with tissue paper is 
unnecessary in the new* system 
and this saves packers’ time, it 
was explained. Very little per- 
sonal attention is given the fruit 
from the time a box of lemons 
is dumped into the grader until 
the box comes from the endless 
belt at the loading ramp. 

Previously, each lemon was in- 
dividually handled, wrapped and 
placed the box in accordance with 
a definite pattern. 

The Lemon Growers associa- 
tion is one of eight packing houses 
in the -citrus district with the 
equipment. Some other houses 
have portions of the new process 


but the eight houses are particip- 


ating in the new experiment in 
handling of the fruit.

‘New Highways To Result 
From New Auto Taxes 


Of the many items in the 1264-page state 
budget for 1953-54, the most important to the 
average person is that concerned with increas- 
ed cost of running his automobile. 

Incidentally, the budget total is $1,279,694,- 
750 as compared with $281,000,000 ten years 
ago. 

The additional taxes on gasoline and other 
charges will result in the average motorist pay- 
ing $15 more each year than previously. A 10- 
year highway improvement program was a- 
dopted by the legislature and that is the réason 
for the increase in automotive taxes. 

For the next two years, there will be an 
additional 11/, cents a gollon tax on gasoline. 
Auto registration fees will go up from $6 to $8 
a year for the next two years and then drop 
to $7. Drivers’ license fees will go from $2 to $3. 

Motorists use the highways and the cost of 
new and better highways should be placed on 
the car owners, The higher gas tax will pro- 
duce about $75,000,000 a year, in addition to 
the $133,000,000 a year currently being spent 
on the highways. 

The legislature, which recently adjourned 
after a lengthy session, handled many tough 
issues, including cracking down on relief chis- 
lers. The lawmakers refused to increase state 
old age pensions from $80 to $85 monthly; 
woudn't set the minimum wage in California at 
| $1.25 for men and women; defeated compuls- 
ory health insurance and refused to take a 
stand on separating the liquor control and tax 
| administration duties of the state board of e- 
| qualization.
